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Playfields Need Work 
But Not This Year

Some Andover playfields are in poor 
condition and should be withdrawn from 
use, according to a survey and recommen- 
dations made by a specialist from the 
Middlesex Cooperative Extension service. 

The report, given to the school com- 
mittee, was reviewed this past week by 
town and school administrators and will 
be ftrther examined by the Playfields 
Maintenance Advisory committee. The 
specialist will also submit a report on 
other town playfields, for a more com- 
plete review of the town’s facilities. 

Found in poor condition were the An- 
dover High soccer field, the West Junior 
High playfields, and the varsity field 
hockey field at the high school. 

The Sacred Heart fields in Shawsheen 
were recommended for use by the varsity 
soccer program, but are also in need of 
considerable work. 

The Lovely field was given top rating by 
the specialist who pointed out that the 
field being, ‘‘the brightest spot in the 
program .. . is the usage of the field has 
been properly administered.’’ He 
recommends the field be used only for var- 
sity football, a policy already in effect by 
the school department. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark, Supt. 
of Schools Kenneth R. Seifert and DPW 
Director Robert E. McQuade met to 
review the preliminary report this past 
week, and basically decided that nothing 
can be done this year. Following review of 
the recommendations and examination by 
the advisory committee, a program will 
be developed for inclusion in next year’s 
budget planning.

Clark said that while some of the fields 
should be pulled from use now, it was im- 
possible, since there are no alternate sites 
to accommodate programs. 

The new fields being developed at the 
former landfill site off Chandler road will 
not be ready until next fall. 

If some alternate site were available, 
probably Sacred Heart could be pulled 
from use this fall.-This would allow some 
work to be done and to allow grass and turf 
to develop there. : 

But there is no alternative field, 
therefore, the Shawsheen playfields will 
be continued in use. 

The manager said that possibly, follow- 
ing a thorough review of the findings and 
recommendations, one or two fields can 
be worked on each year, including the in- 
Stallation of underground sprinkler 
systems to maintain a good playing sur- 
face. 

The program would call for initiating a 
three-point program to include 
overseeding — a method of planting grass 
over grass to eliminate bare spots; 
development of a sod plot — growing sod 
to replace turf on town fields where 
necessary and aeration-top dressing 
program to properly maintain the fields in 
good condition. 


The town did increase the budget for 
maintenance of playfields this year, the 
manager pointed out, but there is no es- 
timate of cost to develop the recommend- 
ed procedures as contained in the 
preliminary report received by the school 
committee last week. 

The report by Ronald P. Athanas of the 
extension service was done under the

direction of Athletic Director Richard 
Swift, at the urging of the school com- 
mittee. 


Athanas found the Andover High soccer 
field in need of complete renovation, being 
overrun with weeds and having very little 
turf. He recommended a complete renova- 
tion program and the field being taken out 
of use for a year. 

The field is also used in the physical 
education program which results in the 
facility being overused, Athanas said. 


A similar renovation program is 
recommended for the varsity field hockey 
field which is in need of being top dressed 
and reseeded. He found the field to be in a 
little better condition than the soccer 
field, probably due to its being out of ser- 
vice since last spring. 


The varsity and jayvee baseball fields 
have some good grass and turf on the out- 
fields, but the diamond portions of both 
fields are in poor condition, Athanas said. 
He recommends work on the fields, main- 
taining the fields for baseball only and 
prohibiting the use of the outfield area for 
football practice. 


Found to be in the worst condition is the 
West Junior High fields, where the turf is 
in poor condition, and the elevation is a 
foot higher than the lowest point of the 
field. It is badly in need of proper 
drainage. The elevation problems may 
stem from tree roots decaying underneath 
the surface. He classifies the fields as be- 
ing unsafe due to the hills and valleys. 


West elementary field was found to be in 
fairly good colndition and adaptable to all- 
purpose use. 

The Sacred Heart field, in Athanas’ opi- 
nion is the proper facility for soccer, due 
to correct length and width. ‘‘The field can 
be brought back to satisfactory condition. 
I recommend that you aerate top dress 
with loam, fertilize and lime, resod the 
area in front of the goals, and reseed the 
remaining area of the field,’ Athanas 
said. 

As to use of the field for development of 
a skating rink, Athanas strongly advised - 
against such thoughts.

Selectmen took no action Tuesday night 
on a request by the Community Service 
Committee to have an article inserted in 
the October town meeting warrant asking 
for funding to build a new Recreation Park 
lodge to replace the one which burned last 
summer. 

Doug Mitchell, a member of the com- 
mittee, presented the request to 
selectmen, citing three reasons that fun- 
ding should be made in October. First, the 
facility was “‘sorely missed”’ by the com- 
munity. Second, the department’s budget 
assumed there would be revenues from 
the lodge, amounting to about $4000 an- 


Fall Meeting Could Be Dropped 


After a review of warrant articles 
proposed for October town meeting, 
selectmen considered inserting an article 
which would allow them to call off the an- 
nual fall special town meeting if they 
wanted to. 

No formal motion was made on the 
proposal. 

The matter came up after articles 
proposed for the fall warrant had been 
read by the board. 

Selectman Norma Gammon said, “‘It 
seems a waste of money to go to October 
town meeting with what we have here.”’ 

Selectman Susan T. Poore agreed and 
suggested a warrant article calling for a 
bylaw change which would make the 
holding of special town meetings a deci- 
sion of the board. 

Poore pointed out that the printing of the 
warrant would cost $3000 and rental for 
the hall to hold the meeting in would be 
another $1000. 

The articies presented for the board’s 
consideration included two which would 
make it illegal to rake leaves into streets 
and make it manditory for residents to 
clear snow from sidewalks in front of their 
houses within 24 hours after a snow storm.

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Clark said the purpose of these articles 
was to continue with the town policy of 
cutting back on unnecessary services 
provided by the town in the interest of 
economy. He pointed out in the case of 
snow clearing, that homeowners would do 
a better job than the drivers of sidewalk 
plows because ‘‘they know better where 
the bushes are.”’ 

Clark estimated Friday that the cuts 
could save more than $30,000 in the public 
works department budget. ¥ 

Another article called for making the 
community development director the 
chief administrator of the zoning bylaw. 
Now the building inspector is the chief ad- 
ministrator of the law. The change was 
proposed by Town Manager Jared S.A. 
Clark so the bylaw would be administered 
by the department director, who works 
more closely with the planning board than 
the building inspector. 

Increasing the number of associate 
members of the zoning board of appeals 
from two to four, is to be considered. Ac- 
cording to Clark, the board has had trouble 
getting a quorum for meetings. Selectman 
James Abramson pointed out that this was 
because members of the board would have 


ZI 
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to excuse themselves from hearing 
appeals on cases to avoid possible con- 
flicts on interest. 

A bylaw on soil erosion and sedimenta- 
tion control was proposed. The bylaw 
would allow the town to have better con- 
trol over the excavation of property and so 
help prevent exposed soil from being 
washed onto roads and other persons’ 
properties. 

Funding for bikeways was proposed. 
The town has already appropriated $5000 
for bikeways, and if it appropriated $20,000 
more, it could expect 75 percent of the 
total spent to be paid back from state 
reimbursements. The total expenditure to 
the town would be the $5000 already ap- 
propriated. The bikeways would have to 
run to the schools to make the town 
eligable for reimbursement. 

Other proposed articles include funding 
participation in a solid waste disposal 
program; reconstruction of Rec. Park 
Lodge; a report on Cardinal Cushing Gym- 
nasium; payment of unpaid bills; an ap- 
propriation and application for energy 
conservation funds; and various street 
acceptances. Other articles may be 
forthcoming.

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nually. Third, the cost of building a new 
lodge continues to rise, the longer it takes 
to appropriate the money, the more it will 
cost in the end. 

Mitchell said estimates by Lawrence 
architect Peter Samaris, who designed the 
new Rec Lodge proposed at Spring town 
meeting, put the cost of construction now 
at about $140,000. Funds requested at town 
meeting totalled $120,000. 

About $55,000 from the sale of Cardinal 
Cushing Gymnasium and another $63,000 
in insurance pay-offs from the fire the old 
lodge were to have payed for the new 
lodge. However, the sale of the gym was 
voted down by town meeting, and 
selectmen recommended against passing 
the rec lodge reconstruction funds without 
the proceeds from that sale. Town 
meeting heeded the board’s advice and 
voted against funding for a new lodge. 

The insurance funds have now passed 
into the town’s free cash accounts. 


Selectmen and Town Manager Jared 
S.A. Clark favored rebuilding the lodge, 
but not now. Clark said the facility was 
valuable because it provided an inexpen- 
sive place for large groups of residents to 
meet. However, he said, he thought it 
would be better to wait until Spring town 
meeting when a comprehensive study of 
all the town’s recreational facilities will 
be completed. The study would indicate if 
the functions of Rec Lodge might be met 
by other existing facilities. 


Selectman Susan T. Poore pointed out 
that those other facilities included the 
schools, which are now under study for 
renovation. Since the kinds of facilities the 
schools will offer are not known, and 
probably will not be known until after 1980 
town meeting, the comprehensive review 
should wait, said Poore. 

Seleceman Norma Gammon agreed that 
the comprehensive review of community 
services facilities should come in before 
the decision of Rec Lodge is made. 


Selectman James Abramson also 
favored rebuilding the lodge. He said the 
insurance money received by the town for 
the lodge should be earmarked for 
reconstruction purposes. It should be 
taken out of free cash when the time com- 
es to rebuild, he said. The entire sum 
Should not be raised from taxation just 
because the insurance money has gone 
into the town coffers. The balance of the 
sum would come from other sources. 

Community Services Director Joan 
Pearson said the cost of reconstruction 
would increase another $20,000 by spring 
and continue to rise aften then. 


Abramson pointed out that Pearson was 
talking about inflated dollars and that un- 
less construction costs increasedfaster tha 
the inflation rate, no real-dollar change 
would occur,

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The Decision Represents 
Consistent Action 


Much has been written and said these past several 
days with regard to the school committee decision of a 
week ago which prohibits three juniors from re-entering 
Andover High school this week. 

They were expelled in June following arrest on drug 
charges. 

They were allowed to petition the school committee 
for re-entry into the school system on June 6, 1980 — a 
year from the date the decision was made by the school 
committee — or at the completion of their court cases. 

The cases were heard in Lawrence District Court and 
following the findings, the three junior classmen 
petitioned for re-entry into their senior year. 

Following receipt of the petitions last week the three 
members of the school committee present unanimously 
rejected the petitions, and continued the suspensions for 
a year, after which they will be allowed re-entry provid- 
ed they maintain good records, according to Acting 
Chairman Joseph Finn. 

We will not pass judgment on whether or not the deci- 
Sion is harsh. 

One thing needs to be stressed, however. 

The decision of a week ago represents a consistency 
of action taken with regard to serious offenses or 
violations of law on school property. 

Not mentioned amid the furor of the past week is 
similar action taken by the Andover School Committee 
in June with regard to youth. who burned a cross on the 
high school lawn. 

The board suspended the student for a year — the 
Same action it took with regard to the six who were 
arrested on drug charges. 

If the school committee last week were to permit the 
three juniors to return to class, then certainly the other 
offenders would be eligible for similar treatment. 

The board was criticized for dangling hope in front of 


But, as Finn explained, the board had been cautioned 
at the hearings in June, prior to the expulsion ruling, 
that there was a possibility the cases would be thrown 
out of court. 

Thus, the board made its decision to allow for 
petitioning at the conclusion of the court proceedings. 

Based on the court’s findings, which apparently sub- 
Stantiated the fact that the students, some of them 
juveniles, had been involved in drugs at the school, the 
committee last week said it could find nothing new 
which would warrant altering their June 6, 1979 deci- 
sion. 

There is therefore, the continued consistency of ac- 
tion by the school committee. The board did leave the 
opening for a change in its decision, if the court had rul- 
ed in ways other than it apparently did. 

There is the decision of youth involved in the cross 
burning. 

There remains the possibility that the school com- 
mittee decision to prohibit the students from classes for 
a year may still be challenged. 


But, to date, the committee’s action with regard to. 


Andover’s education system and the property under its 
control, has been one which has treated those involved 
in major offenses equally. 

The school committee is charged with the respon- 
sibility of providing a good educational program and en- 
vironment for the community. It has charge of 
municipal property valued in the millions of dollars. 

Whether one views the decisions made in these 
specific cases as being harsh, it must also be recognized 
that the board took such severe action to show that it 
was aware of its responsibility in dealing with some dif- 
ficult problems. 

To take such action, fully aware that it would not be 
popular in some quarters displayed a courageous con-

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Andover Senior League Champions 


Andover’s 1979 entry in the newly form- 
ed Greater Lawrence 16 through 18 year 
old Senior Babe Ruth League, completed 
an auspicious season by winning the 
league championship with a final over 
record of 15 wins and 6 losses.

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Region’s Economy Levels Off 


The New England economy entered the 
summer of 1979 operating at a high level, 
but accumulating evidence indicates that 
a leveling off is taking place. Non- 
agricultural employment declined in June 
for the third consecutive month although 
the decrease was relatively small. The un- 
employment rate increased in each of the 
New England states over the month 
although the rate for the entire region 
remained well below the year-earlier 
value. The average workweek of factory 
production workers increased slightly but 
was down from the first quarter averages, 
Production at the region’s factories was 
changed little over the month and was un- 
der the level of the early months of the 
year. Construction activity as measured 
by the value of contracts awarded was 
also down in June and was only slightly 
above the year-earlier total despite rising 
construction costs. 


New England nonagricultural employ- 
ment in June totaled a seasonally adjusted 
5,338,100 jobs, down 5,700 jobs from May 
and down 22,500 jobs from the record 
reached in March of this year. Despite the 
small job losses which occurred in recent 
months, the June job total was 117,300 
above the year-earlier level. Connecticut 
was the only state in the region to ex- 
perience an expansion during June. 
Employment totals were about unchanged 
over the month in Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire and declined on a seasonally 
adjusted basis in the rest of the region. 


However, compared with June 1978 more 
people were working in all the New 
England states except Maine and Rhose 
Island. Manufacturing employment in- 
creased by 1,300 jobs during June after 
declining slightly in the previous two 
months and amounted to 33,000 more jobs 
than in June of last year. The June gains in 
factory jobs were small and widely dis- 
tributed; an increase in durable goods jobs 
was sufficient to offset a small decrease in 
workers producing nondurable goods. 
Nonmanufacturing activities in New 
England provided 3,830,600 jobs during 
June, 7,000 fewer than in May but 84,300 
more than a year earlier. Of the major 
nonmanufacturing industries only ser- 
vices registered a job increase in June. 


The average workweek of New England 
manufacturing production workers in- 
creased in June to 40.3 hours, seasonally 
adjusted, from 40.2 hours in May, as a 
result of gains in Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire and Rhode Island. However, 
fewer hours were worked in all the states 
than a year ago when the hours worked in 
the region as a whole averaged 40.9. 

The New England unemployment rate 
increased in June to a seasonally adjusted 
5.4 percent of the labor force from 5.1 per- 
cent a month earlier. A year ago the 
jobless rate for June was 6.2 percent; 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont were responsible for the improve- 
ment over the year, more than offsetting 
increases in the unemployment rates of

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the other states. Changes in the 
methodology used to calculate state un- 


employment rates continue to require that 

caution be used in comparing rates over 

time. 

New England manufacturing output 
rose slightly during June, reflecting at 
least in part the small increases in factory 
employment and the average workweek. 
The New England manufacturing produc- 
tion index, compiled by the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Boston, increased in June 
to a seasonally adjusted 140.8 percent of 
the 1967 base period average from the 
revised May average of 140.7 percent and 
136.4 percent in June 1978. Output of the 
durable goods industries increased, es- 
pecially at plants producing electrical and 
nonelectrical machinery and instruments. 
These gains offset small but widespread 
production cutbacks by many nondurable 
goods industries. 

Construction activity in New England, 
as measured by the value of contracts 
awarded, declined in June after increasing 
Sharply in May. The unadjusted index for 
contracts for all types of construction 
projects averaged 209.2 percent of the 1967 
base period average in June compared | 
with 259.3 percent in May and 203.6 per- 
cent a year earlier. The largest monthly 
decrease occurred in contracts for non- 
building projects; these had received a big 
boost in May when additional federal 
funds were made available for such pro- 
jects as streets, highways and bridges. 
Contracts for nonresidential construction 
projects also decreased in June. Com- 
pared with a year ago, the value of con- 
tracts awarded was higher for residential 
projects but off for nonresidential pro- 
jects. Contract awards for residential con- 
struction in the region, which are 
seasonally adjusted, increased 6.2 percent 
from May to June to total 3.0 percent more 
than a year earlier. 

Consumer prices continued to rise dur- 
ing June, further eroding personal income 
gains. The Consumer price Index for All 
Urban Consumers in the United States 
rose in June to 216.1 percent of the 1967 
base period average for a gain of 1.2 per- 
cent over the month and 10.9 percent over 
the year. The largest price increases were 
for transportation and housing costs in- 
cluding fuels and utilities. An index of con- 
sumer prices for June was not available 
for the Boston area. 

Personal income payments to New 
Englanders increased 1.2 percent during 
May, the latest month for which regional 
estimates are available. Some of the May 
increase may be attributable to the 
recovery from the trucking industry dis- 
pute in April. Over the year income 
payments in the region increased by 10.4 
percent. Retail sales, seasonally adjusted, 
fell by 3.4 percent in May from the April

level. May sales were 8.8 percent higher 
than a year earlier, a smaller gain over 
the year than the increase in consumer 
prices. 

In the financial sector of the regional 
‘economy, the volume of consumer instal- 
ment credit outstanding, seasonally ad- 
justed, at a sample of New England com- 
mercial banks increased 2.6 percent in 
‘June, bringing outstandings to 28.5 percent 
above the year-earlier total. Outstandings 
for all major categories of credit in- 
creased in the month with the largest 
relative gain registered for the category 
made up of home improvement loans, per- 
onal loans and other consumer credit.
